Chemical workers in detail 
answer to J-M’s statement 


The International Chemical Workers 
Union Local 146 today issued a long 
press release in answer to the position of 
Johns-Manville Corp statement Friday, 
indicating a strong stand of their 
position in the current lockout situation 
The lockout of approximately 500 
union members enters its 15th day to­ 
day. Friday, Johns-Manville officials 
indicated that unless the union agrees to 
its final offer, the lockout could continue 
for “ months to come 
In their statement today, the Union 
declared 
1. The Union cannot understand why 
the company keeps referring to the 
average hourly earnings, when wage 
increases for incentive workers is not a 
primary issue They note that the Union 


has proposed an increase of only 15 cents 
per hour for incentive workers. 
2 The Union feels that the company’s 
published 
figures on 
earnings 
are 
misleading, because they are not based 
upon a normal eight hour day. 40 hour 
week 
For example, they state, the 
union members earning the $22.198 as 
quoted in their statement, worked in 
excess of 450 hours of overtime at a 
faster than normal rate of work They 
state his guaranteed base rate at this 
time was $4 55 per hour 
3. The Union feels that the company 
has not bargained in good faith. They 
state that prior to the lockout, the union 
filed charges stating this belief with the 
National Labor Relations Board, which 
after 
a cursory 
investigation 
was 


dismissed. The case is now in appeal. 
They note that of the original 70 some 
proposals submitted by the company, 
the 
union

approximately 21 original proposals 
submitted by the union, they state, the 
company has agreed to only two 
4. In its statement of Dec. 21, 
the 
company has neglected to mention one 
of the primary issues between it and the 
union, which is the improvement of the 
pension plan The union states that a 
greater improvement is needed above 
the one offered by the company because 
the company’s proposal will be a major 
improvement only for those union 
members with many years of service 
prior to 1967 and due to retire now They 
note that with the company’s offer, a

Eight major space programs 
recommended by scientists 


Members of the Lompoc City Council, in an open letter to 
Johns-Manville Corp., and the International Chemical 
Workers Union, today strongly urged that the two parties 
come together and remain in session uninterrupted until 
such time as an accord is reached in their labor contract 
dispute. 
. 
.. . 
“ We in the community have watched with interest and 
apprehension as management and labor duel across the 
negotiating table and we were saddened when word came 
that reasonable people had been unable to reason together,’ 
the letter read. “ As a result hundreds of workers are out on 
the street and a major industry is having its ability to 
compete in the market place weakened as a result of a 
reduced work force ” 
“ As members of your City Council, elected to serve all the 
people of the community in every way we can, we beseech 
you to look around you and to observe the terrible forces 
which are raising havoc with the economic stability of our 
nation and community and then to come together and 
resolve your differences," the letter continued 
The Council recommended the following actions: 
1. That negotiation team members for the union and 
management be directed to come together and to remain in 
session uninterrupted and without break until such time as 
an accord is reached. 


2. If accord is not reached by January 1, that management 
agree to reopen the plant and union members agree to 
return to work under provisions of existing agreements 
(even though they may have expired) until June 20 If by 
that time agreements have not 
been reached, suitable 
courses of action then could be considered. 
The letter continued . “ The latter recommendation would 
have a positive effect on our local and national economies at 
a time when they are in perilous straits. Perhaps by June 
30 our economy will have taken an upturn and your actions 
would not be so devastating as they are at this time in 
history. What is needed immediately, in all quarters of the 
land, is a response by all the people to meet the needs of our 
country. If each of us is not willing to give a little and to 
make some sacrifices then surely we shall all suffer 
greatly.” 
In another action this morning, the Lompoc Valley 
Chamber of Commerce board of directors in response to 
queries from its membership met in special session to 
discuss the labor dispute. 
“ The board recognizes the adverse effect this dispute is 
having on the community,” the Chamber board declared in 
a statement. “ The board does support legal negotiations 
between management and labor as prescribed by law in 
settling such disputes.”

Mitchell lawyer 
blames others 


WASHINGTON (U P I) - The defense 
lawyer for former Attorney General 
John N. Mitchell charged today that 
former White House aides Charles W. 
Colson 
and 
Jeb 
Stuart 
Magruder 
authorized the 1972 Watergate bugging. 
William G. Hundley, Mitchell’s chief 
lawyer, denied prosecution charges at 
the Watergate cover-up trial 
that 
Mitchell 
approved 
the 
intelligence 
gathering plan leading to the break-in at 
Democratic National Headquarters. 
Instead, Hundley heaped the blame on 
the two White House aides and charged 
they also had attempted to make 
Mitchell the “ fall guy” during the 
alleged cover-up. 
Mitchell was the second defendant to 
present final arguments in what could be 
the final week of the trial. Earlier, H.R. 
Haldeman’s lawyer, Frank Strickler, 
said that his client was so busy with his 
White House duties he had no time to 
cover up the “ pimple” of Watergate.

celestial body —the moon —to gather 
and return samples. Present U.S. un­ 
manned craft carry instruments to 
study the planets, and broadcast data 
back to scientists. 
The Space Sciences Board based its 
report on budgetary predictions supplied 
by the National Aeronautics and Space 
Administration, 
recommending how 
NASA could get the highest scientific 
return from anticipated space research 
funding expected through fiscal year 
1977. 
A spokesman said the academy plans 
to publish the report soon. Initial details 
were reported in the Science Trends 
newsletter. 
The board recommended starting 
eight new programs at a cost of $81 
million. Annual costs, discounting the 
effect of inflation, could grow as high as 
$358 million by 1982. 
One recommendation called for a 
spacecraft to orbit the moon from pole 
to pole, mapping its entire surface in an 
extension of studies started in the Apollo 
program. The board said this craft could 
serve as a prototype for future planetary 
craft. 
The board endorsed an extension of 
the 1976 Viking Mars mission, providing 
more than the planned 90 days of 
operation by landing craft, and adding 
experiments to the orbital part of the 
mission. 
Other recommendations included a 
large space telescope, a new sun- 
watching spacecraft, satellites to study 
infra-red and gamma ray radiation from 
space, and continued examination from 
space of Earth’s upper atmosphere. 


Committee asks massive tax slash

Congressional 
Jo in t 
Econom ic 
Committee has called for a $10 to $12 
billion tax cut. 
Its proposal would give an extra $300 
in spending power to a family of four 
earning $10,000 a year and eliminate 
income taxes altogether for families 
making under $6,773. 
It would bring the buying power of low 
and middle income taxpayers back to 
where it stood at the end of 1973, before 
double-digit inflation set in. 


The report, based on a study of 
inflation undertaken at the direction of 
the Senate, made these predictions for 
1975: 


—Even with a stimulating tax cut, 
unemployment which reached 6.5 per 
cent in November will climb, averaging 
about 7.5 per cent for all of 1975. 


-After falling for 12 straight months, 
national output w ill either stagnate or 
decline still further for six more months 
in the new year before beginning to turn 
around. 


—Inflation will abate to about a 7 per 
cent rate if 1975 harvests are good and if 
there are no no new “ price shocks” 
—like an oil embargo.

Mechanical failure 
blamed for ¡et crash 


CARACAS 
(U P I) 
- 
Authorities 
blamed mechanical failure today for the 
fiery crash of a domestic jetliner in 
eastern Venezuela. 
All 74 persons 
aboard died when the plane burst into 
flames and smashed into a h ill. 
The 
Aerolineas Venezolanas 
DC9 
exploded Sunday five minutes after 
taking off from Maturin Airport, 360 
miles east of Caracas, and then crashed 
into Vulture H ill 15 miles away. 
An airline spokesman said all 68 
passengers and six crew members died 
in the crash, but it would take until later 
today for rescue workers to hack 
through the rough tropical terrain and 
reach all the bodies. 
He said most of the victims were 
believed to be Venezuelan but a sketchy 
passenger list indicated four foreign 
names — Paul Rice, William Richard 
and two persons called Vanhlerberger. 
There were no addresses on the list. 
Communications Ministry officials 
said the accident appeared to have been 
caused by “ structural defects” in the 
jetliner. 


appeared to favor would offer taxpayers 
the option of taking a tax credit of $225 
per dependent instead of claiming the 
normal tax exemption of $750 per 
dependent. 
A tax credit is subtracted after the 
taxes due have been calculated. 
A tax credit has equal value for all, 
while a deduction’s worth rises as the 
taxpayer’s income rises. 
A $100 increase in the deduction is 
worth only $10 to a taxpayer in the 10 per 
cent bracket but rises to a value of $50 
for one in the 50 per cent bracket. 
The committee said the economy is in 
one of those rare stages when a tax cut 
carries little prospect of being infla­ 
tionary. 
“ Fortunately,” it said, “ in 1975 the

“ In contrast to some past periods, 
there is for the immediate future no 
‘trade-off’ between inflation and unem­ 
ployment.” 


Often 
policymakers 
must 
choose 
between tolerating more unemployment 
to combat inflation or fostering inflation 
to cut unemployment. 


But a tax cut now, the panel said, 
would stimulate buying, productivity 
and output.

Speer expressed optimism President 
Ford’s Wage and Price Stability C o u n cil 
would find the average 8 per cent P*** 
hike justified.

A CIA spokesman said Colby 
had no plans to meet with news 
media to counter reports in The 
New York Times Sunday that

The 
Central 
Intelligence 
Agency charter authorizes the 
agency, 
whose 
secret 
headquarters is secluded in the 
countryside at nearby Langley,

Two missing 
in avalanche 


REYKJA VIK, Iceland (U PI) 
— Two men were still missing 
today in an avalanche that 
buried part of the town of 
Neskaupstadur on 
Iceland’s 
east coast, killing 10 people. 
One of the missing men was 
running a bulldozer and the 
other driving a bus when the 
800-yard 
avalanche 
roared 
down a mountain range and hit 
the town of 1,500 inhabitants 
Friday night. 
Frogmen, 
coast 
guard 
vessels and fishing boats using 
floodlights searched the waters 
of the North Atlantic for bodies 
Saturday and Sunday but failed 
to find any trace of them. 
The Icelandic government 
has offered to pay for losses, 
including 
the 
town’s 
only 
industry, a fishmeal factory, 
which was demolished by the 
snowslide. 
Ami Thorsteinsson, 19, one of 
five hospitalized survivors re­ 
scued after being buried under 
snow for 20 hours, said he 
“ heard loud noises and saw the 
wall 
crumble. 
Everything 
turned snow white in the 
matter of a second.” 
We said he passed out and 
when he regained conscousness 
two hours later, “ I was not 
afraid, but I was worried about 
my relatives, especially my 
mother.”

It increased to spying on 
antiwar and other dissident 
groups during the Nixon ad­ 
ministration, including keeping 
files on 10,000 American citi­ 
zens, the Times said. 
“ It’s mainly correct and we 
regret it,” a former CIA agent 
said of the story, adding. “ It 
has 
stopped.” 
An 
agency 
spokesman said the CIA would 
have no public comment until it 
studied the Times report. 
The agency’s 1947 charter 
bans the CIA from operating in 
the United States and gives 
responsibility 
for 
internal 
security to the FBI. 
Ford read the Times report 
hurriedly as he flew toward a 
skiing vacation in Vail, Colo.

Director William E. Colby on 
the phone and, he said, was

Beginning next month, San­ 
dra Bouressa, 23, and Llua 
Usher, 28, will be guarding the 
gates and helping to maintain 
decorum in the Assembly as 
the legislature’s first female 
sergeants. 
Both women see no problem 
with potentially rowdy persons. 
“ I’ll just say, ‘Hey, honey, 
follow me into the other 
room,” ’ said Ms. Bouressa, 
who also works as a model. 
“ But once I ’m there, I’ll 
disappoint him.” 
They were told to wear 
clothing seen in a business 
office but to stay away from 
hot pants and low-cut blouses. 
Hiring of the two women was 
proposed by Tony Beard, the 
Assembly’s veteran chief ser­ 
geant-at-arms. “ I think it’s 
about time,” he said. 
Although sergeants-at-arms 
may appear to be the legisla­ 
tive version of a bouncer, they 
really aren’t. Few persons 
have ever been physically 
ejected 
from

chambers or hearing rooms.

Folks in Oakland. Pittsburgh, Los Angeles and Minnesota can rejoice today 
over the still real prospect of a ‘‘first ever" Super Bowl championship, but for 
the handkerchief wavers of Miami, pro football's super game will have an 
empty ring to it for the first time in four years 
After three straight trips to the Super Bowl and two straight National 
Football League championships, the Dolphins —Don Shula, Larry Csonka, 
Paul Warfield, Nick Buomconti et al,, who ve become household names to 
football widows across the country —will be only spectators this year after 
being eliminated 28-26 Saturday by the Oakland Raiders 
True to their code, however, the Dolphins went down like champions losing 
only after a desperation TD pass from Ken Stabler to Clarence Davis with 26 
seconds left to play enabled the Raiders erase a 26-21 Miami lead 
The pass came with 35 seconds left to play and the Raiders at the Miami 
eight-yard line Stabler, who had already thrown three touchdown passes, 
faded back to throw but couldn’t find primary receivers Bob Moore and Fred 
Biletnikoff. 
Finally Stabler spotted Davis coming back toward him in the end zone As 
he wound up to throw, Stabler was hit at the ankles by linebacker Vem Den 
Herder and fell forward while throwing The ball sailed into the end zone and 
Davis, with linebacker Mike Kolen and safety Charlie Babb draped over him, 
reached into the crowd to grab the ball 
Pittsburgh earned the right to meet the Raiders in Oakland for the AFC title 
by outclassing the Buffalo Bills Sunday. 32*14. while Minnesota downed St 
Louis, 30-14. and Los Angeles eliminated Washington, 19-10, in the NFC playoff 
showdowns The Vikings and Rams will meet at Minnesota prior to the 
Oakland-Pittsburgh game Sunday 


For Don Shula, who stands to lose Csonka, Warfield and Jim Kiick to the 
World Football League (if it’s still around» next year, the loss was especially 
disheartening after becoming so used to success 
i t all ended here in Oakland," said Shula ‘ And a lot of deams went down 
the drain It s been a great five years." 
Pittsburgh, which two years ago eliminated the Raiders in similar fashion 
on Franco Harris’ deflected pass reception, will likely find Oakland even 
tougher this time —and surely more formidable than the outclassed Bills 
turned out to be 
With Harris plunging over for three touchdowns and Terry Bradshaw 
passing for 203 yards and one score, the Steelers overcame a 7-3 deficit with 26 
points in the second period to methodically end the Bills' season. 
In the process, the Steelers' "Steel Curtain" defense held O.J. Simpson to 
just 49 yards 
The Los Angeles Rams finally ended their post-season jinx by winning their 
first playoff game since 1951 when they downed George Allen’s Washington 
Redskins behind two field goals and a key interception. All told, the Redskins 
had six turnovers in the game. 


David Ray, ailing all season long with a nagging back injury, kicked field 
goals of 37 and 26 field goals and linebacker Isiah Robertson clinched the 
victory with a dazzling 59-yard TD return of a Sonny Jurgensen pass intercep­ 
tion

The Rams had lost five playoff games since Norm Van Brocklin passed 73 
yards to Tom Fears to beat Cleveland 24-17 in 1951. 
The Rams defense held the Redskins to 49 yards rushing and held Larry 
Brown to 39 yards in 18 carries

Warning to Catfish, Franco

NEW YORK (UPI) — It’s a toss-up who had the better 
weekend. Franco Harris or Catfish Hunter, and maybe it’s 
not right to shock them like this, not while they feel so good, 
anyway, but from now on the odds begin working against 
them so that both could easily wind up losers after such a 
dandy start. 
Nobody had a better time than Franco Harris Sunday He 
had a perfectly wonderful day for the Pittsburgh Steelers, 
spending it the way he enjoys most by running over all these 
people getting in his way, doing their best to rough him up 
and fling him to the ground. 
Franco Harris racked up three touchdowns, rumbled the 
earth under the Buffalo Bills, whose hopes were interred in 
a 32-14 beating and steered the Steelers into next Sunday’s 
American Conference title game with the Oakland Raiders. 
Only one club has managed to shut out the Steelers so far 
this season and that was the Raiders. They did it, 17-0, in a 
game played at Pittsburgh. Next Sunday’s AFC title-decider 
will be played at Oakland, and if you caught the Raiders in 
that 28-26 pulse-pounder over Miami Saturday, then you 
know there isn’t a better club in the NFL right now than Al 
Davis’ red-hot crew. 
Switching over to Catfish Hunter, he enjoyed the weekend, 
too, just sitting back listening in Ahoskie, N.C. 
Usually, Catfish does the pitching. Now he’s letting the 
others do it. They’re giving him their best pitch, offering 
him money, a nice place to live in the summer and even a 
little bit of heaven thrown in hoping to have him sign with 
them now that he’s a free agent. 
Legally, though, it could turn out to be he actually isn’t a 
free 3g6nt 
Oakland’s Charlie Finley has gone to court seeking to 
restrain any other club from signing his 28-year-old Cy 
Young Award winner. 
In all likelihood, the court will support the arbitration 
panel in its ruling that the two-year contract Hunter signed 
with Finley last winter is null and void. 
If I know Charlie Finley, though, he’s going to argue, 
okay, Hunter’s 1974-1975 contract has been declared null and 
void, but he still remains the property of the Oakland A’s 
under baseball’s reserve clause. 


I’m no lawyer, but it seems to me Finley has an excellent 
chance of winning his point for several reasons. 
Primarily because the Curt Flood case upheld baseball’s 
reserve system and there has been no legislative act by 
Congress since then to change it. 
Secondly because I’m pretty sure Charlie Finley will cite 
Article 15 of the Basic Agreement between the Players 
Association and all 24 major league clubs. The agreement, 
which became effective Jan. 1, 1973 and runs until Dec. 31, 
1975, specifically says that during the term of the agreement 
. . . “neither of the parties will resort to any form of 
concerted action with respect to issue of the reserve 
system, and there shall be no obligation to negotiate with 
respect to the reserve system.” 
That’s pretty plain. 
So is paragraph 7a of the Uniform Player’s contract which 
says ... "the player may terminate THIS contract ...” 
under certain conditions, one of which applied in Hunter’s 
case, but nowhere in the contract does it say the termination 
can be taken to mean the ballplayer no longer remains the 
property of the same ball club. He DOES under conditions of 
the reserve clause. 
In other words, Catfish Hunter may wind up "half-free.” 
The same way Dick Williams did a year ago in his tug-of- 
war with Charlie Finley. 
Conceivably, Hunter’s 74-75 contract could be tossed out 
by the court, knit Finley will still retain the rights to him. 
He’ll be able to sell him, trade him or even negotiate a new 
contract with him. Imagine that one going to arbitration 
also. Pretty soon, the A’s will be playing all their home 
games in arbitration court. 
Remember when Finley went to court and successfully 
enjoined Dick Williams from managing any other club. Now 
he’s applying for an injunction preventing Hunter from 
pitching for anybody else and ultimately the court could 
back him up. Under baseball’s reserve clause, once a player 
signs with a club, theoretically he belongs to that club 
forever. This is Charlie Finley’s ace in the hole, and 
although he hasn’t told me, I’m pretty sure he’s going to 
play it. 
Franco Harris has to have it a little easier. 
All he has to do is get past the Oakland Raiders.

But Massachusetts then was a place 
where a tall boy could still find himself 
chest deep in virgin snow in the middle 
of a town street and pass a puffing two 
hours of communion with the natural 
earth before he levered and shoved 
himself to where the city snow plow had 
last scraped. 
If it was nothing else, New England 
then was Christmas country, and most 
especially to those who were kids there, 
who didn’t have to drive to work over ice 
and who awoke with only marvel on 
those mornings when, after a silent, 
momentous night storm, you couldn’t 
see anything out of the livingroom 
window at all — just snow.

One was light and the other dark. The 
love alone that was folded into them 
could sustain you for a year. The 
stingiest sliver of either would spoil 
your dinner until far into the evening. 


They came tucked individually and 
with care in aluminum foil. We knew 
they weren't to be eaten until very near 
Christmas, but when they arrived, 
mother would delicately unfold a leaf of 
the foil as my sister and 1 pranced on the 
kitchen linoleum. She would reveal a 
tiny triangle of the deep brown and 
tawny opulence before us, quickly 
folding the foil back again, meeting our 
traditional entreaties for a pre-season 
sample with roundly expectant but 
denying eyes. It was the same every 
year. 


The cake cutting on Christinas Eve 
was a Yuletide ceremony, when the final 
moments of juicy anticipation mingled 
with the sadder knowing that the waiting 
itself had been almost as generous as 
the fruitcakes and that another year 
would soon be consumed with them and 
there would be no other Christmas cakes 
for another 12 eternally long months. 
And in this way childhood passed too. 
And when, not long ago, my sister and 
I at new addresses learned that we’d 
already savored the last of Granny’s 
Christmas fruit cakes, we knew that,

Christmas in Massachusetts, something 
had gone from the earth that not science 
nor money nor love for anything there 
is could ever bring back to set us 
dancing again.

I looked out 
the window at 9 a.m. just in time to see 
the last branches fall off my neighbor’s 
tree, and I was outraged to think that if I 
didn't do something within a few 
minutes to stop the men I’d have a 
skeleton outside my kitchen window for 
the next six months. 
So 1 called City Hall and a friend on 
the Beautification Committee. I was 
able to get to the right people, and 
within minutes the foreman of the crew 
had orders not to touch "my” trees.

Barbed barbs

An instructive molehill, inasmuch as it 
illuminates both the temptation to 
inflate political differences, and the 
effects of such an inflation Specifically, 
the question is: who will inherit the 
position of exiguous importance, being 
vacated by Senator Norris Cotton of 
New Hampshire, who is retiring. 
1. 
Senator Javits 
decides that he will 
run for the vacant po­ 
sition. He accompan­ 
ies his statement with 
the 
usual 
business 
about how the Repub­ 
lican Party has to 
become more progres­ 
sive in order to attract 
more voters. 
2. 
Mr. 
Richard 
Rosenbaum who is the 
Republican 
State 
Chairman 
of New York, telephones Senator James 
Buckley and asks whether he will 
support Senator Javits. Mr. Buckley 
informs Mr. Rosenbaum that he is not 
given to announcing his position on 
leadership votes ahead of time; that he 
understands and sympathizes with that 
part of Mr. Rosenbaum’s enthusiasm for 
the candidacy of Senator Javits that 
flows from state pride, and will weigh 
that factor before making up his mind. 
3. Mr. Rosenbaum decides to apply a 
little pressure, which is not the quickest 
road to the affections of the sainted 
junior senator from New York, and 
travels to Washington to lobby for 
Senator Javits, which activity results in 
a number of telephone calls to Senator 
Buckley’s office urging him to vote for 
his fellow New Yorker. 
4. Senator Carl Curtis from Nebraska 
at this point announces his candidacy for 
the vacant chairmanship. Now Senator 
Curtis’s Republicanism makes Senator 
Javits sound a little to the left of Mother 
Bloor. Senator Buckley, meanwhile, in 
his own post mortems on the Republican 
disaster of last November, had been 
suggesting that the Party should take a 
vigorous tack to the right, i.e., in the 
direction of Senator Curtis’s politics, 
rather than Senator Javits’s. 
Which combination of events, 5) 
prompted Senator Buckley to put an end 
to th#» lobbying for his own vote by

fellow New Yorkers, by declaring, 
simply, that he would support Senator 
Curtis. 
6. Now this did not surprise Senator 
Javits in the least. Indeed, it is a well- 
kept secret that he and Senator Buckley 
get along very well. They respect one 
another's differences rather than affect 
that such differences do not exist. 
Indeed, some of Senator Buckley’s best 
friends are Democrats. Senator Javits 
accordingly 
issued 
a 
simple 
and 
dignified statement saying that he 
understood his colleague's preference 
for 
Senator 
Curtis 
given 
their 
ideological consanguinity; and that his 
feelings were not hurt in the least. 
7. But any resolution so amicable, of a 
situation that could be fanned into a 
vendetta, did not satisfy the political 
writers. When last heard from, one of 
them, writing for the New York Daily 
News, under the blazing headline, 
BUCKLEY JAVITS SPAT A NEW 
BLOW TO PUNCHY GOP, reported that 
Senator Buckley's decision, "despite 
frantic efforts by state party leaders to 
hold the lid down and mute the resulting 
controversy,” 
had 
caused 
"county 
leaders (to) react sharply, registering 
surprise, chagrin, disappointment, and 
downright anger.” 


This 
surprise, 
chagrin, 
disappointment, and downright anger, 
was 
downright 
surprising 
to both 
senators from New York, who now find 
themselves embroiled in a feud for 
which they have no particular appetite. 
There are professional and personal 
reasons for this. For one thing, the two 
senators from any state, even if they are 
in different parties, need to cooperate 
for certain purposes, such as naming 
judges, pork barreling, etc. For another, 
any stress on the ideological character 
of the quarrel between Curtis and Javits 
for the chairmanship tends to weaken 
the position of the winner, whoever he 
is. I.e., if Mr. Javits should win, it would 
be not as Javits the ideologue, but as 
Javits the very senior senator. If the 
contrary impression is given, he would 
tend to get less cooperation from those 
senators who might then feel that they 
were being coopted into an alien faith. 


However, politics is such a dreary 
business, 
the 
writers 
must, 
one 
s uppos es , 
be 
f or give n 
the 
melodramatization of the news. But for 
the sake of clarity, I report the situation 
as it evolved, performing yet another 
public service. 


No longer a club 


The low estate to which comradery 
has sunk in the California Senate could 
not 
have 
been 
more 
graphically 
demonstrated than in its recent handling 
of 
the 
Senator 
Craig 
Biddle 
confirmation. 
An attorney, Biddle served as a deputy 
district attorney in Riverside prior to 
his election to the Assembly in 1964. In a 
closely contested special election for a 
successor to Senator Gordon Cologne, 
appointed to the Appellate Court by 
Governor Reagan in 1972, Biddle, a 
Republican, 
narrowly 
defeated 
Democrat Robert Presley, Riverside’s 
Undersheriff. Presley came back this 
year to unseat Biddle. 
In an effort to continue Biddle in state 
government, Governor Reagan named 
him to a four year term as a member of 
the Workmen’s Compensation Appeals 
Board. Hie post requires confirmation 
by the Senate. 


Normally, because Reagan’s term 
ends in January, he could not have 
appointed Biddle for the reason he was 
elected for a term also ending in 
January. The Constitution bars the 
naming of a legislator to a non-elective 
state office during the term for which he 
was elected. But, in the changeover to 
two year sessions commencing in 
December, a provision was made that 
legislative terms now end on December 
1. This change opened the door in the 
future for governors to make death bed 
appointments of lawmakers to state 
posts just as Reagan attempted in 
Biddle’s case. 


It also provided that the changeover, 
which made the shortening of the 
legislators 
terms 
by 
one 
month 
necessary in the initial turnover, would 
not operate to deprive those members 
leaving office of any salary or pension 
benefits to which they would have 
otherwise been entitled. Thus, although 
those retiring or defeated were actually 
out of office on December 1 with their 
replacements being seated, they will 
receive their salaries for the month of 
December. 
Of an unusually serious nature, Biddle 
was not an outgoing, hail fellow, well 


met type, but his conduct as a legislator 
was above reproach. In other days his 
confirmation would have been a cake 
walk. Senators stuck together like 
chewing gum to a shoe. If you kicked one 
in the shins they all wore bandages. It 
didn’t 
matter 
whether one 
be a 
Democrat or Republican, he was a 
Senator first, last and always. More 
than one lobbyist found out to his 
everlasting sorrow that the fastest way 
to lose his job was to become persona 
non grata to a Senator. He was 
thereafter ostracized by all the rest. 
Biddle’s nomination to a post which 
deals with claims of workmen for 
compensation 
for 
work 
sustained 
injuries was strongly opposed by State 
AFL-CIO chief John F. Henning. His 
objections were based upon a belief that 
Biddle was "too conservative and anti­ 
labor.” Such opposition in the past 
would have been sufficient to Mock a 
nominee except if that person were a 
fellow 
Senator. 
In 
that 
situation 
senators friendly to labor would have 
told Henning to "bug out.” 
But when the Senate Rules Committee 
met this month to consider the Biddle 
appointment not one of the five would 
make a motion for or against and the 
committee adjourned with no action. 
That in itself was a rejection. 
So it is obvious that the old days when 
the Senate operated as the state’s most 
exclusive club have gone by the boards. 
The 
strong partisanship sentiments 
which have developed in the upper house 
have not only created animosities 
between the majority and minority 
party members but within each group 
bitterness among themselves, based 
largely upon feelings that one is too 
liberal or too conservative, has grown 
into irreconcilable dissensions. 
To their credit Democratic Rules 
Committee members Joseph Kennick 
and James Mills sought to salvage 
something for Biddle by suggesting 
Reagan appoint him to the Youth 
Authority, a job for which Biddle is 
eminently qualified. But Governor-elect 
Jerry Brown promptly advised he would 
withdraw the nomination as soon as he 
took office.
